JEWS INFANT SCHOOLS. 

COMMERCIAL STREET AND TENTER 

STREET. K, 

VHE Committee of the JEWS’ IN- 

' FANT SCHOOL, after an interval of 
many years, are now again obliged to make 
an KARNEST APPEAL to the Jewish 
public, to enable them to effect a necessary 
and much called for enlargement of their 
buildings. 

The School was founded in 1841. Since 
then it has afforded the basis of both reli- 
gious and secular education to many thou- 
sands of little children, who have found 
within its walls not merely the careful dis- 
¢'plire of the school-room, but also the love 
and gladness of the home. Most of the 
children have afterwards passed on to the 
Jews’ Free School, for which the Infant

want of space, have shared the benefits of 
the jnstitution, To obviate this state of 
things, the Committee have been compelled 
to purchase at a cost ot about V4.500 two 
sites adjoining the two Schools, with the view 
of calarginyg cach of them, and thus provid- 
ing accommodation for 500 additional pupils.

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We may point out, with reference to Mr. Alfred Henriques's gape coe 
appears elsewhere, that the main object of our recent articles on the Lan : r ; 
of the Pentateuch was to show that the doctrines of Mr. George were anticipa 4 

by the Pentateuch. We were cireful to state that the Mosaic land-system was 


~ not adapted to nineteenth-century England, but that, in our opinion, it was prac- 


ticable in the primitive agricultural community for which it was designed. Tn 
such a community the right of selling land, which Mr. Henriques considers a 


safeguard, would have produced pauperism, rather thon prevented it. The 
-jnability to sell his partrimony stood between the owncr and poverty. The 


Mosaic system amounted to the nationalisation of the land, inasmuch as 
it prevented the accumulation of landed estates in the hands of a few, by for- 
bidding the alienation of the original holdings. _ The soil was declared to belong 
to God, and even the holder to be but a sojourneron it. He hat, therefore, only 
a life-interest in his patrimony ; he could not dispose of it. No doubt this was 
not land-nationalisation in the usual sense of the expression ; but it was land-. 
nationalisation in the sense that property in land was legal. 


The colonies of Rissian Jews which have b en formed in various parts of 
the United States are, it is satisfactory to learn, making considerable progress in 
their organisation. Ore of the most successful is the colony of New Odessa, 
which has been established in the State of Oregon, near the Pacific Ocean, by 
some educated and energetic young men from Odessa and its environs. With 
the help.of a sum of money furnished to them by the Emigrant Aid Society, the 
colonists were enabled to purchase territory extending over 760 acres, as also 
horses and suitable agricultural nnplements. Unitke other Russo-Jewish settle- 
ments, thy New Odessa colony has not required any cx‘rinecous aid since 1.8 
foundation ; thanks to its persevering habits, it has created resources which 
amply suffice for its maintenance, From the forests on its property it obtains 
wood which is sold‘for fucl on the locomotives of the Oregon and California 
Railroad, traversing its settlement, and if it owned steam-mills, it could also 
supply slecpers for the extension of the line. Some of the other colomes have 
not yet been so fortunate as thit of New Odessa, inasinuch as they stall require 
grants to aid them in developing theif resourecs. To these Colonies the Israclitish 
Alliance in Vienna his lately voted a first subvention of 5,090 florins. 


The idea of giving a number of free concerts to the Jewish poor of the 
Kast End is an admirable one. Mrs. Louis Davidson, with whom it originated, 
and who is actively engiged in miking the necessary arrangements for giving it 
effect, has afforded another proof of her deep and practical sympathy with the 
humbler members of the community. In organising the proposed concerts the 
propriety of adinitting only those for whom they are intended must be steadily 
kept in view, Care will no doubt b> taken not to allow the concerts to affect 
prejudicially the interests of the Jewish Working Men’s Club, where similar con- 
certs are given every. Sunday evening. Whether there is sufficient talent available 
for both series of entertainments is doubtful. But the poor, asa rule, have such 

gloomy lives that every att urpt to afford them enjoyment, however transient, 18 
deserving of all possible sympathy and encouragement. Music helps to elevate 
as well as to amuse them. There cannot be too Imany agencies at work in 
endeavouring to lift them into a hizher life thin that to which poverty and its 
attendant conditions chun them down. : 


We can scarcely believe that those speakers who at the mesting of the Hull 
Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association urged that that society should provide 
for the religious education of Jewish children in English provincial towns, in- 
cluded their own town in this request, althoueh their remarks would bear this 

construction, ‘The Jewish Congregation of the populous and thriving port on 
the Humber, which can afford to contribute towards the instruction of children 
of their faith dwelling in Eastern countries, must surely be ina position to pro- 
vide for the proper religious training af the poorer children in their midst, who 
certainly have the first claim on their consideration. But it cannot be denied 
ee in severel of the provincial congregations, the majority of the children are 
amentably deficient in their knowledge of Hebrew and religion. Whilst admit. 
ting this fact, we cannot agree with the Rev. Mr, Lowy that a special organisa- 
tion should be established for the purpose of remedying the evil, seeing that an 
Institution already exists for this object in the Jewish Association for the Diffu- 
sion of Religious Knowledge. It is not the fault of this Society that owing 


to the want of financial support, it has been compelled to confine its excel- 


lent work almost exclusively to the metropolis... The small grants it has oeea- 


sionally made to congregations out of London have been totally 


insufficient to 
effect the end it has in view.

THE LAND LAWS OF THE JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Srr,—I cannot share the optimist views which you seem to hold with respect tg 


the “Land Laws” of the Jews as found in the Pentateachal legislation, 


That system has always appeared to me an impossible system fo: & nation 


although perhaps capable of application to a tribe for a limited time, with very 


doubtfuladvantages. It is more than questionable whether the system was eve 
carried out, and we know nothing whatever of the practical working of the laws 
At the present time we are only concerned with the theory of such a land sys'em, 
and as a theory it seems to me a very objectionable one, 

Dealing first with the institution of the Sabbatical Year, it is clear that the 
analogy believed to exist between over-worked and fatigued humanity and exhausted 
soils is of the faintest kind, The land wants removed constituents replaced, The 
growth of crops withdraws from the soil definite and well-ascertained constituents 
and such constituents must be given batk, and it is erhausted until this is done 4 
fallow is but one mode of producing this result, by permitting in time the ADSOrpe 
tion by the soilof the needed constituents out of the atmosphere : 
minures produce similar results without the loss of aseison. Rotation of crops ig 
another mode, and scientific agriculture is concerned with the discovery of the most 
appropriate means for restoring to soils the withdrawn constituents. There is every 
reason to believe that the ancients were acquainted with the necessity for rotation 
of crops and with manures, and the knowledge of scientific agriculture, even while 
rudimentary, would have prevented the institution of au universal fallow every 
seventh year, | 

As an economic expedient, the Sabbatical Year cannot be regarded as beneficial 
to the nation. In fact, to the labouring classes it would have acted as a two-fold 
injury, both as diminishing income and increasing expenditure, A Sabbatical Year, 
besides diminishing the distribution of capital in wages, would cause a general rise 
in prices. Wecan hardly at the present day consider seriously the promises of a 
three-fold yield, referred to in Leviticus as occurring at the sixth year, but, if it 
were so, it would check, but not prevent, the rise of prices, and all benefit from 
such accumulated stores would fall into the pockets of the holders of produce, and 
not in the least degree benefit the labouring classes, who would find themselves 
practically at the mercy of the sellers. It may be well to point out that if the 
institution of the fabbatical Year were founded upon any analogy with the wok of 
creation, still greater difficulties would be involved, to which on the present occasion 
it is needless to refer, 

It is difficult to imagine how the Law of the Jubilee every fiftieth year 
could have worked practically. I believe, according to the Jewish Law of Inherit’ 
ance males took in equal shares the parents’ land, and females took equally in (le- 
fault of males, but had no share if males existed, Assuming that it is so, the 
growth of the population would: soon cause excessive sub-division ef the land. In 
Keastern countrics where marriages are carly, about 50 years—-a Jubilee periol- 
would fairly represent two generations. If families were large (and we are entit ed 
to assume that there would be no checks on population), at the end of two 
generat ons the land would come back for distribution amcng a tolerably large c'as8 
An original owner of the very moderate allotment made on the first appropriatiea 
of the soil, at the time of the conquest by Joshua, would in the course of one cel 
tury—that is after two Jubilee pericds—have so large a number of descendants that 
subdivision of the original allotment would have become ‘so great that profitable

Now the chief check on excessive sub-division in countries where all children 
all male children inherit their ancestor’s land, is the right of sale.

JEWISH COLONISTS IN CYPRUS. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
—You will, Iam sure, readily correct erroneous statements made to you 
Jewish colony in Cyprus, as reported in your last number of the 15th. 

Three miles have not to be traversed by the Colonists to obtain water supply. It 
has bee, and is, on the spot where theyare. On their arrival, last September, the 
Government authorities kindly obtained lodgings (the best that could be got) for 
them in the village nearest tothe estate granted to them. In this village there is 
water on the spot. 

The English gentleman, a practised agri’ ulturist, whom the Committee sent out to 
direct and help them, found on his arrival that there was a good deal of ague fever, 
The doctor employed, at the expense of the Committee, ascribes this partly to the 
low condition in which the people were on arrival, But also, it is necessary to add, 
to the ignorance and neglect of these poor Russian J ews of the commonest sanitary 
observances, This village being at the foot of the hills—and the dwellings small— 
was unfit for winter quarters, and our agent removed all the people to houses hired for 
them in the town. The sick rate, I am happy to say, was at once diminished. One 

rman was r-po'ted to lie dying of consumption, having been long in very bad 
health, and we have heard of the death of three infants soon after the arrival of the 

ple, but none since the removal to the town, 

As to the land granted by Her Majesty's Government, so far from being “st-rile,” 
Her Majesty's Commissioner reports it as the best in his extensive district, and that 
Wits wealth ’ consists in thethovsands of olive and carob trcesupon it. There is some 
good corn land clear, and at least a thousand acres more available when cleared: 
there are admirable slopes for vineyarcs, and a spring of water is on the estate. 
Her Majesty's Commissioner also reports that the donkeys bought ‘‘can bring up an

tant, have impeded, and, at time:, e.tirely prevented work being carried out. He 
suggested to the Committee Immediately on his arrival. that it might be well to 
place this groap of people,—sceing that Lut few of them are agriculturists—on land 
already in cultivation, on which they might soon be independent. The Committee 
had already informed the colonists that they were prepared to do all needful to 
establish a well found colony on the allotted land. even though the expense should be 
greater than the sum estimated by Her Majesty's Government, and guaranteed by

the Committee. And they also at once instituted inquiries for a more ea:y spot. 


The colonists have since proposed a place which is. with others. under consideration. It 
can, however, sca cely be expected that the great advantages of the sca air and 
healthy climate of the estate on the hills can be equalled on the lower level of the 
plains, The choice, however, rests with themselves, 

The support of so large a number since 1882, and the many necessities of their 
case have involved heavy expenditure and anxiety. But the Committee are sparing 
no pains to provide a safe home and opportunity to earn an independent livelihood 
for those who are honest and industrious, even. thouch, owing to former distresses. 
and present lack of skill, they be but “ feeble folk.”

FOREIGN JEWS. 
_ TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISIT CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—A few weeks ago I aidressed you on the subject of the future of our 
chirities, an1I then pointed out the lack of support from foreign-born Jews resi- 
dent in London, I am glad to find that two such representative bodies as the United 
Synagogue and the Anglo-Jewish Association have denounced this neglect, and 
that the furmer proposes to consider what active remedial measures can be taken. 

If the United Synagogue can recruit from the ranks of those who have hitherto 
abstained from attaching themselves to any synagogue, it might then be able to 
increase the sum which it annually expends in the relief of the poor, and thus my 
object would indirectly be in some degree attained ; but the task of approaching 
these persons is one of a most delicate character, and one requiring much tact, 


I would suggest that the metropolis shonld be mapped out into dist icts, of one 


of which each constituent synagogue should form the centre. The local Com- 
mittees should then, I think, be severally charged with the duty of ascertaining all 
the Jews resident in their particular districts who are not members of any syna- 
g: gue, and personal interviews should be sought with them with a vie v of inducing 
them to join one or other of the metropolitan synagogues, It would, of course, be 
necessary to exercise care in each case in the selection of the proper person 
to perform the mission, and it should be recognised in advance that no amount of 
circularising will ava‘l, If such a system is carricd out with completeness, scrupu- 


lous care and patience, the resuit must, I think, be in the direction desired : for surely 


the sense of responsibility to bear their share of the communal burden (chiefly in 
aid of foreigners) must, from the fact of their being Jews, exist,even if in a dormant 
state, and therefore only requires awakening without shock and without offence,

SYNAGOGUES AND NON-CONTRIBUTORS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 
Sir,—The charge made by Mr. Noah Davis against a vast number of the Ger- 
man Jews in London—that they abstain from contributing to the United, or any 
other synagogue—is indeed lamentable. My own experience, however, with the 
German Jews at the Cape is happily of a gratifyihg nature. 
taken the trouble of appealing to them, either personally or in writing, and asa rule 
my appeal has not been in vain, I kad generous subscribers to my congregation from 
German Jews who were residing over 600 miles from Cape Town : they also contri- 
buted to many other praiseworthy objects whenever I solicited their aid. With 


due respect to Mr Noah Davis and others, I have my doubts whether the remedy 


they suggest would be efficacious. Moses Mendelssohn says in his ‘ Jerusalem ”’ 
that to expel an offender from a religious society is like depriving him of the only 
chance for improvement: and I say to charge an exorbitant price to any Jew fora 
burial place, as a fine imposed for not belonging to any congregation, would only 
lead to extinguish the last spark of Judaism that is glimmering within the heart 
of an indifferent Jew. You will only drive him away entirely from the fold of 
Judaism, whilst leniency, tact, and a little extra trouble would, in my humble 
opinion, be more effectual. 

Whenever such parties apply fo- a Jewish burial I would give it to them with- 
out any stipulation about money. A few days after the funeral let the President or 
Treasurer show his sympathy with the bereaved family by paying them a visit of 
condolence, and on his next visit let him appeal to their own judgment and sense of 
justice whether it is not absolutely necessary that they should join the congr-gation 
from whom they have just derived as Jews such consoling benefit, and Iam sure 
that in most cases the honorary officers will be rewarded for their trouble by getting 
not only the bereaved family, but also their immediate friends to join the 
congregation, | 

My theory is based upon facts, and with your permission I will give you one 
incident, In 18562 amember of the Cape Town Hebrew Congregation took a most 
unreasonable exception to the doings of the congregatiun, and resigned his member- 
ship, whilst refusing to pay what he was indebted, viz., £25 to the building fund of 
the new synagogue, and about £15 as his subscription ani donation, A deputation 
waited upon him for the money, but he declined to pay it. A few months later that 
gentleman had the misfortune to lose his wife. I went immediately to the Presi- 
dent, the late Mr. Rodolf, entreating him to allow the funeral to take place as if 
nothing had happened,and without making any demand for the money owing to the 
congregation. My arguments were that we should, as a congregation, show our 
magnanimity by not taking advantage of the poor man’s misfortune, The Presi- 
dent acceded to my earnesi solicitation. 
give him orders for the funeral, he told me that Mr. A said to hima few days 
ago in case his wife should die he would require a leaden coffin, as_he contemplated 
sending her to England forinterment. The gentleman appirently expected that the 
congregation would make a demand for the money owing to them, and he was deter- 


mined to defy them by sending the body of his wife to England. I had, however, 


ordered a wooden coffin only. To my sorrow, however, I discovered that the whole 
congregation, with the exception of three, protested, and threatened to resign unless 
the money was paid to the Treasurer previous to the funeral. Finding that all my 
entreaty and arguments were of no avail, I took the President and Treasurer to the 
office of the former and paid the money out of my own pocket, They declined at 
first to accept my money, but I made them take it, imposing upon them only one 
condition, viz., not to say who had paid the money, Of course the funeral took 
place ; the widower came to the synagogue on the following Saturday and offered 
£5 5s. in memory of his wife, and in less than a month he sent a cheque to the 
Treasurer for the full amount he owed to the congregation, and the money which I 
paid was returned toms, This, Sir, was the result of leniency and tact.

Some fourteen years ago, a gentleman (Ben-Israel) was called to his Degree in the 
Faculty of Engineering in the University of Bombay. Another has been an 
Examiner of Hebrew in the University for several years, Three unfortunate young 
men died after having passed their Matriculation Examination, one twelve years 
ago, another ten, Noris this all, Several have held the highest regimental oMfices 
in the native army, one of them also, in addition, appointed Saperintende t of 
Police, <A centleman, of large evpabilities, is holding the post cf accountant in the 
P,W.D. Several have acted as assistant masters in different schools.a very great 
number is,at this very time, employed in the capacities of clerks, &c.. rangine from 
head to the eopy:ng clerk in almost all the departments of life, such as telegraph, 
post, merchants, &e. A select few are looked upon as men in easy circumstances, 
having gained fame and wealth by taking contracts for building, both Government 
and private, starving in life, as they dil, as joiners, carpenters, masons or brick 
layers. In village countries some cultivate lands they themselves own or act as 
agents to others. Some, also, keop shops, where they sell articles of every-day life. 

From all thisit will be, L hope, easy to conjecture that the result acquired was 
not sudden, but asharp struggle continued for many years, commenced long before 
even the establishment of the British Empire, | 

Your advocacy has born anabundant harvest, not by the result acquired, but 
by the cognisance of the Beni-Israels by as ciety like the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
but even that :oc ety or your advocacy has had no share in the result attained just 
yet. I have not the slightest doubt that the averaze of passes will increase on the 
standard of the education imparted under the auspices of the above-named so iety 
being increased from the fourth to the seventh. | 

The intellectual standard is not so low as my European brothers are prone to 
imagine, since many of the Beni-Israclites have already shown abundant proofs of. 
the existence of the modicum cf sense, The thirst after knowledve, and the true 
spirit can be recognised in some of the Beni-Israelites, who have come over to Eng- 
land. One came over so carly as some fifteen years ago. Another has b en striving 
to finish his medical course, and the third is already on his fair way of getting sn 
Oxford degree, Are thesesizns of low intellectual status? or were these results 

arrived at alinost miraculously ? Whatever your zeal and motive be, no one, I am 
positive, cares to be abused even in a strain of adulation, o- under the cloak of say 
ing words of praise at least t» a degree not deserved and without the cause being 
understood. No, Low as the standard is, it is not so low as some are kind enough 
to put down for, though, in several instances, the information has been gathered 
from the leading members (at least to them who corresponded with persons anxious 
to excite commisera‘ion by describing the low standard of the Beni-Israels, to their 
own detriment I hope, more than to that of others) in glowing colours, in the 
hearis of their coreligionistsin England, whom they style merchant princes, 

A good work is being done by the school established by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, and it will reap its harvest in due course. but to the 1esult arrived at, 
neither the Jewish Chronicle nor any other body can reasonably lay any claims. yet. 

This leads me to another topic alluded to in your journal, viz., the publication 
of the Beni-[srael journals. These journals have not, in any sense stimulated any 
thirst among the Beni-Israels for general knowledge, and their desire to become 
something above the mere hewers of wood and drawers of water. Elegant as the 
last expression be, in point of fact it has no meaning with regard to the Beni-Israel 

_ journals and Beni-Isracls themselves. ‘They are much below the required standard, 
and bad as other contemporaneous native journals are, these are by far the worst 
written, in bad language, without any object in view, fall of malice, and set up in 
rivalry of one another. ‘They are all party journals, do more harm than good, and, as 
a rule, edited by persons who never had any decent education, and, consequently, 
become a laughing stock of the partially educated, and even of those who are zealous 
forenlightenment. I thoroughly believe they can te turned to some good purpose, 
but that. is not the point at issue, as they are they might as well not be. In order

DALSTON SYNAGOGUE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir,—In reading the account of the recent meeting of the Council of the Unites 
Synagogue, I could not but be amazed at the attitude of the Counej] with 
regard to the Dalston Synagogue. It was resolved that a committee repre, 
senting the Dalston Synagozue should confer with the New Synagogue with q view 
to the removal of the lat'er to Dalston, but the Council could not take any respons. 
bility in the matter ; if the representatives of the two synagogues came to an under. 
standing, well and good, if not, the Council could not, and would not, interpoge its 
authority. 

The representatives of the two synagogues have conferred, with what result 
has already been made public. Again have the Dalstonians raised their voice 
dire distress, and yet no rescue. How long is this state of things to Continue’ 
This is a matter which the Council should take prompt and active steps to remedy, 
seeing that the City has three spacious edifices within a stone's throw one from the 
other, one of which is fairly attended, the other empty, whilst the third has for its 
congregation empty benches, The City has long since become deserted for the sub. 
urbs of London, hence the outery that the City synagogues have no worshippers, But 
Dalston is a rising congrezation, and there is not the slightest harm in * trans. 
planting ’ to that locality one of the three City synagogues, Which has no aim, 
but which lingers out a miserable existence, there, in new soil, to thrive with re. 
newed energy and vigour, [tis the IHambro’ Synagogue to Which T allude, That 
place of worship has long outlived its destined purpose, and is absolutely no longer 
required, ‘lo the Council it has become a burden, to the community at large an 
acknowledged waste of material which could be better employed, Prom an archi. 


tectural point of view it is no masterpiece which one would regret to demolish, from 


a religious point of view it serves no end, from a financial point of view it isa dead 

failure. By “removing ” the sycagogue from Fenchurch Street to Dalston. it 1s not 

consiened to oblivion, but on the contrary, it would have renewed life. 7 

Dalston isa rising congregation, while the City has tecome almost deserted, 

and has no less than three synagogues within five minutes’ walk of cach other, 

Sabbath after Sabbath one finds these synagogues, or at Icast two of them, entirely 

destitute of congregants, while the energy and power of their officials are beng 

wasted in a thankless task. “ Financially,” to quote the words of one of your 


reports, “ the Hambro’ Syragogue is insolvent; ” has been so for years. Everything 


has been resorted to to make it a success, but has been given up in despair, ts 
former gl ry cannot be restored, nor can there be devised any plan whereby it might 
become a flourishing enterprise where it now stands. | 
I sincerely hope that ere long something satisfactory to Dalston, as well as 
to the community at large, may be definitely decided upon,

Both his Jewish descent and his liberal opinions were against 
him, ile resolved, therefore, upon seeking his fortune in England, where —at that 
time—so many good men were eating the salt of exile. His object was to ‘bettlein 
England as a lawyer. He failed in his attempt, but he achieved signal success in 
another direction, He made English institutions and English Parliamentary life 
his special study, and he was a very frequent visitor to the House of Commons. 
Lasker's so,ourn ‘n London was, therefore, a most important element in his political 
education, and when he again returned to Germany the politician was complete. 
His English residence was, however, also of great moment as regards his inner life, 
He well nigh might have become the happiest of men, but a cruel fate nipped the 
flower, almost still in the bud, which was to adorn his life. This incident, the 


details of which are well known to me, but about which I consider it right to 


observe a discreeS silence, has been delica'ely touched upon by Lasker in his 
‘Erlcbnisse einer Mannes-eele.’ These Confessions were issued under the auspices 
of Berthold Auerbach, but having created some scandal in gossip-loving Berlin, 
the author bought up the whole edition of the publication, which thus disappeared 
from circulation. Lasker now settled down in the capital as a civic official with the 
insignificant salary of 800 thaler (£120), making up the deficiency of his income by 
the santy remuneration he received for his literary work. He might easily have 
amassed a fortune !'y his legal practice, but he preferred working as an humble official 
outside the political and judicial sphere, and toiling on in the field of science and 
literature. | 

* On entering the German Parliament, Lasker's genius shone forth in all its 
brightness. He soon made himself heard and respected, and when he delivered, on 
the 7th of February, 1873, his famous speech against the infatuated spirit of speru- 
lation, which had seized Germany after the great war, he displayed a vigour unsur- 
passed in German Parliamentary history. The day after he had delivered that 
ce'cbrated Grindvrrede, he might have exclaimed with Byron: ‘I awoke and found 
myself famous!’ But he was still more. He became the idol of the people, and he 
now a!so became fully conscious of his own power. Lasker had, however, soon to 
make the old experience that the favour of the people vanishes like snow in March. 
Nevertheless, he did not lose his self-respect, or his belief in himse f. He remained 
the same man in misfortune as he was in the days of fame and glory, .Surely, a 
man who can look down with philosophical equanimity on the logs of popular 
favour, must be a pure and noble charactcr. 

* Dr. Lasker was a man of childlike simplicity. He was very fond of music, 
which gave him solace in his private grief and public vexations, He was also an 
enthusiastic lover of nature, A beautiful !andscape soon cheered up his downcast 
mind, and in spite of his weakly constitution, he was a bold and indefatigable 
Alpine eclimber.. He used to delight in relating to his Berlin friends his adventures 
during his Swiss rambles. | 

* What was remarkable in Lasker was the complex nature of his character. In 


political as well as in social hfe he was a most practical man, whilst as regards his 


inner life, he was an idealist imbued with tender feelings almost bordering on senti- 
mentality. His reasoning was clear and logical, but asa debater he also displayed 
that ingenuity which was the result of his Talmudic etudies. His native genius 
was refined by German culture, and thus it may be truly said, that he combined the 
best qualities of the Jew with those of the Teuton. 

“If you ask, Howis it that such a noble-minded, highly gifted man did not 
meet with full justice at the hands of his antagonists, even after. his death? The 
answer is, that we have not yet learnt—as is the case with you--charitably to bury 
in oblivion all party animosity. when the political antagonist has been removed from 
the arena of life and strife.” |

HUNGARIAN POLITICAL PARTIES AND THE JEWS. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ]

cussed by the whole world with most serious earnestness, The old sayivg, “ One 
fool can ask more than a dozen wise men can answer,’ has received, most striking 
confirmation in the Jewish Question, The Jewish Question ! What can there be to 
ask? might have been urged but a short time back ; but to-day the combined wisdom 
ot sensible persons is vainly employed in seeking an answer to the fool s question. 
The saddest symptom of the extensivn of this epidemic is to be seen in the fact that ; 
the Independent party in Hungary has placed the Jewish Question on its political 
programme, and has thereby given a powerful prop to anti-Semitism. This is the 
noble party on whose banners were inscribed the great principles of the French 
Revolution, and whieh still glows with the youthful ardour of the struggle for 
liberty in 1848, Ludwig Kossuth is its saint, the independence of Hungary its | 
ideal, Liberalism its breath—an4d to-day, as I have just remarked, the Jewish Ques- | 
tion is on its party programme. — 
The manifesto which the Independent party has lately issued shows that the 
Jewish Question has existed in all times, One would have imagined that such a 


body, fighting for liberty and equality, would have directed its adherents to put an 


end to the old Actze, and at length to assure rest to those who had so lon ge been per. 
secuted. But no! Conditions have been placed before the Jews, which we might 
describe as laughable, if so mournful a circumstance could contribute towards 
inducing laughter. The Jews must no longer conceal their articles of belief from 
the gaze of the civilised world, but must publicly declare of what their religion 


consists ; they must keep their registers in proper order, appoint educated Rabbis» 


over their congregations, and discourage the entrance of foreign Jews into the 
country. It is scarcely necessary to analyse these conditions in order to arrive at a 
just appreciation of them, Jada feudal-clerical party made a declaration of this 
nature its attitude, from its own standpoint, would have been intelligible, but an 
Independent party and restrictive measures for the Jews are a contradiction. Yet 
to this party belong Karl Edtvés, the hero of Nyiregyhaza, and Ernst Mezei, 

There was a time when Eodtvos abstained from attending the sittings of Parha- 
ment. This has been changed, however, especially since his latest speech, During 
the discussion on the budget of the Ministry of Justice (which I observe you have 


already noticed), in the course of which Herr Pauler was obliged to listen to some 


hard words, a newly-elected deputy made a severe attack on Herr Eotvos to which 
the latter replied in a most effective speech. Eotyvos availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity to set clearly before the House and the conntry his entire conduct. in the 
Tisza-Eszlar case. He omitted nothing, and spoke even of the fee he had received, 
although he added that it was to him a matter of conscience and patriotism to 
defend the 72 innocently accused Jews. Pauler would kave unconcernedly locked 
up 72,000 Jews, He concluded by declaring that he would lay before the country 
all the documents connected with, and the history of, the Tisza-Eszlar case. It was 
feared that his speech would have been interrupted by groans and hisses; but his 
composure and the ascendancy he has gained ensured for him loud applause. Yet, 
at the meeting of the independent party, he confined himself to denouncing their 
manifesto as.a concession to Istoezy, opposition, too, like the vote 
of several well-meaning liberals of the old school, was ineffectual. The majority 
decided against us. |

The key to this apparent enigma fs easy to find. very party is be nt, if not 
on increasing its numbers, at least on retaining its strength. The general elections 
are now staring usin the face, as the Chamber of Deputies is approaching the end 
of its labours, Tisza has allowel the Mixed Marriages Bill to fall to the ground, and 
the Crown in Vienna has supported his action and his desire to work favourably on 
the nobility and clergy. The agitation against the Jews can, therefore, be continued 
without being disturbed, and he who agitates the most, is likely to obtain the 
widest popularity. In order, consequently, not to be behind the rest, and not to 
become unpopular, the Independent party has also commenced to put on the mask 
of anti-Semitism. 


2 THE LATE Sir ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD.—Shortly after the death of Sir 
Anthony de Rothschild, a movement was set on foot to raise a subscription among 
past and present pupils of the Jews’ Free School to found a prize in his memory, 
The late Rev. A. L. Green acted as Chairman of the Committee. ‘The fund was con- 
fined almost exclusively to the poorest class, and the number of contributors reached 
upwards of one thousand, the amounts received being from as lowa sum as one 
penny. Owing to various reasons, the amount ori zinally fixed upon (£100) was not 
completed until last week, when Mr. Isaac Davis. the Treasurer of the Fund. for- 
warded a cheque for that amount to the President of the School, Sir Nathaniel de 
Rothschild, with the request that the prize should consist of a silver medal to be 
awarded annually to a male pupil of the school at the discretion of the Committee, 


Sir Nathaniel has expressed his cordial appreciation of this presentation to the 
prize funds of the School.

THE RUSSO-JEWISH SETTLEMENT IN Cyprus 


We have received from a Russian Jew (who until lately was q membe 
the: Russo-Jewish Colony first settled by the Committee of the Palestine Col of 
sation Fund at Latakia in Syria and then removed to Cyprus) a statement ‘. 
firming in every respect the information we published in our last issue descriptiyg 
of the hardships endured by the colonists. Our informant, a man of superiog 
qualific tions, has added the following particulars. 

The party, consisting of about one hundred Jews, with three exceptions all 
Russians, left London in September, 1832, under the auspices of the Syria 
Colonisation Fund, their desire being to earn a living by means of the wae. ig 
mised to them by the Committee of the Fund, rather than bo sont to Ataeriee 
where their prospects would be extremely doubtful, at the expense of the Min 
sion House Fund. The agreement concluded between the Society on the tie 
hand, and the emigrants on the other, expressly stipulated that they would p. 
permitted to carry on their religious observances without hindrance, and that no 
missionaries would be allowed on the settlement. It is but due to the Committas 
of the Fund to state that their agents have faithfully adhered to this part of ths 
contract, and that no attempts whatever have been made to tamper with their 
religious convictions ; on the contrary, every facility was given to them in this 
respect, and ample clothing has also been supplied to them. On the arrival of 
the emigrants at Latakia (Syria), where they took up their temporary abode prior 
to their acquiring their own land, negotiations were opened with the Pasha, who 


after applying for instructions from headquarters. was directed not to sanction 


any new settlement, although no hindrance was to be put on the permanent stay 
of the new comers in Latakia. This latter alternative did not accord with the 
vicws of the Committee, especially on account of the great exp-nse it would 
have involved, an expens», too, far beyond the means of the Fund. The settlers 
meanwhile remained inactive, and, besides many bodily sufferings and hardships, 
a great portion of them were a prey to anxiety on account of. their wives and 
children, whom they had left behind in Russia. 

Seeing that it was impossible to achieve their object in Syria, it was at 
length agreed that they should try their fortunes in Cyprus, this island boing but 
a few hours’ distance by steamboat from Syria. On their arrival in Cyprus last 
summer they were subjected to six weeks’ quarantine in consequenc? of. the 
cholera which prevailed at the time. There fresh and less liberal conditions were 
imposed by the Society, among them being a grant of fourpence a day to each 
person for one year until they should have raised their own crops. Even the 
agent of the Society conceded that this. allowance was insufficient. and having 
failed in his endeavours to obtain better terms, he resigned his appointment. Bat 
this was not the worst part of the situation. The enugrants had hoped that they 
would have been settled in close proxinity to a town ; instead of this, how- 
ever, the land ceded to them for a settlement lay in a lilly district, between four 
and six hours’ distance on foot from Papho, which itself is eighteen hours from 
Limasol. The hills are stony, and thorns and bushes, the growth of many cen- 
turies, abonni on all sides. The settlers dug in no less than five plices for water, 
but did not meet with the slightest suecess. An nelish farmer who visited the 
colony in the month of November last, expressed lis astonishment at their 
having been placed in so unfavourable a ‘situation, and he declared tht success 
under such conditions was all but impossible. Of the sickness prevailing among, 
the colonists we have already spoken. Complaints about this state of affairs, and 
an appeal addressed to the Committee in London to be removed toa niore salubr 
ous locality have, as we also stated last week, proved unavailing. An attempt was 
made to stop the daily gra t to the settlers, but on an appeal to the law, and an 
eXumination of the contract entered into on both sides, it was decided that the 
grant could not be withdrawn. The colonists are now at Papho, and are extremely 
desirous of being helped to return to Russia and to rejoin their familics.

THE  RUSSIAN-JEWISH OPERA COMPANY. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 

The general favour with which the performanees of this Company at the 
International Theatre, Holborn, have been received, has quite surpassed the most 
sanguine expectation, and if I could report similarly upon the financial results, I 
should leave well alone, and let success, like virtue, be its own reward. I am 
inforined, however, that the expenses, which are heavy, are barely covered, 
and it is therefore to he hoped that in the Garrick Theatre, which has been secured 
for a permanency, the troupe will be more fortunate. As this building; however, 
is now under repair, tae Internauonal was taken for a series of threc performances, 
on Saturday, Monday and Tuesday last. One of the plays produced was “ Uriel 
Acosta.” | 

Every actor naturally looxs forward to applause as he does to criticism. At 
the International, the former has been freely and deservedly given, but the latter 
has been adversely affected by false reports (spread by those over-anxious and 
mischicvous wiseheads, who are never slow to give the world the benefit of their 
wisdom without calculating the injury their inaccuracy may cause), to the effect 
that the plays contained blasphemous and irreverent passages. Critics were 
therefore very reticent in giving their opinion, but happily the presence of the 
clergy at several of the performances soon dispelled these rumours, 


were strangers In our country, who were totally unacquainted with our usages 
and customs, whose theatrical “ property ” was limited and secant. They forgot 
that, although the presence of the British Jew was gratefully courted, thé troupe 
mainly relied on their own countrymen in London for patronage and support. 
They forgot that it was not the intention to represent specially Russian life on 
the stage, but plays of general interest, such as the actors would act in their 
own country to their own audiences ; that is the reason why those who came to 
hear music hall songs with Judao-Polish characteristics were disappointed. All 
the troupe laid claim to was to be fairly treated and impartially criticised as

Nevertheless, many “who came to scoff remained to cheer,’’ for whatever 


| the shortcomings may be of which the individual actors are guilty, however bad 


the scenic effects and general arrangements might be as compared with the artistic 
finish of a London theatre, they undoubtedly do act well. They are natural, 
unrestrained, self-possessed and realistic in the extreme. They appeared entirely 
oblivious of the presence of the audience, Whose interest and attention were well 
maintained throughout the performance. 

The best piece of their repertoire is the ‘The Persecution of the Jews in 
Palermo,” which, in addition to the usual episodes in an_ historic play, contains a 
plot and counterplot. It has been specially written for this company, and is cal- 
culated in every part to display their talent. The persecutions and wrongs they 
have themselves so recently suffered are still fresh in their memory, and give 
them an almost too realistic impetus in representing the characters of the

OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


At length it is my agreeable duty to bring some pleasan' news to the notice of 
your readers. The powers that be are becoming convinced that the persecutions of 
the Jews react prejudicially on the State and the people, and that the oppression t) 
which they are sut.jected in this country punishes others than themselves. I have 
arrived at this opinion on reading in our principal anti-Semitic organ, the Nowoje 
Wremja that the Senate in plenary meeting has had under consideration the question in 

how far the “ temporary regulations ”’ for the Jews, promulgated in May 1882, con- 
duce to the purpose for which they were called intoexistence. The Senate especially 
had in view that particular measure which prohibits Jews from settling outside the 
towns and villages wherein they have taken up their abode With respect to thi® 
regulation many petitions had reached the Senate from landowners and proprie- 
tors of other kinds of immovable property, calling attention to the great injery it 
had inflicted on the Christian population in the North-Western provinces by depre- 
ciating the value of property. The petitioners prayed for the restoration of the right 
they formerly enjoyed of selling or leasing their property, if they pleased, to Jews. 
The Senate, without awaiting the results of the deliberations of the Commission on 
the Jewish Question, has decided to abolish the regulation here under notice. The 
Nowoje Wremja publishes this intelligence without comment. It could not well do 
otherwise. Having been the first to welcome Ignatieff’s “temporary regulations,” 
as the salvation of the country, and having only recently complained that some of the 
provincial authorities were lax in arrying them out, this journal has now the 
mortification of secing that both Government and people doubt the advantageous- 
ness and the utility of the legacy bequeathed by Count Igna‘ieff, and, thus doubting 
wish to have nothing more to do with it. 

As with the “ teraporary regulations,” so does it fare with the latest decrees of 
our Governor, General Gresser, Here, also, those high in authority have come to the 
conclusion that land and State would not incur any danger if the Jews residing in 
St. Petersburg were less oppressed ant persecute] than has been the case during the 
last couple of years. I learn from an excellent source that, carrying th’s view into 
effect, a secret circular has been addressed to the Pristaws (police officia’s), ac ording 
to which Jewish artisans will only be required to have in their yosses-ion certificates 
from their: community, and will no longer have to undergo an examination, which, 
asa rule, they were not allowed to pass. Nor willit be a sine gua non that these 
artisans must actually have employment in their re-pective trades, an obligation 
which served as an excuse for expelling a large number of them from this city, and 
reducing them and their families to destitution. Inaddition to this improved state 
of thing, the Jews in the Baltic provinces,. whose fixed habitations are outside the 
Jewish zone of settlement, have been accorded oy the Senate the yrivileze of estab- 
lishing themselves in any parc of the land, This step has also been taken regardless 
2Cth of December last, 
The various sections of the Jewish population in Ss, Petersburg are greatly 
stirred at present by a desire to commemorate in a fitting manner the centenary of 
our illustrious philanthropist, Sir Moses Montefiore,

attended by representative men belonging to every class of our community. was held 


here lately, when a Committee was appointed to collect funds for the establishment 
{t is anticipated that the 
movement will be crowned with excellent results, not only Lecause of the univerral 
esteem and affection which are felt for our great patriarch, but also on aceount cof 
the strong revival of interest in Jewish alfairs, especially in the promotion of 
the colonisation of the Holy Land, which has recently been witnessed here. To this 
revival may be attributed the success of two concerts and balls given here a few 
weeks ago, one having been got up by our loeal Jewish students, in aid of the c-lo- 
nisation movement, the other by Madame Soloweitzik.their pat ‘oness, for the benefit of 
the poor pupils of the Jewish schools. In the first case it was a gratifying sign of 
the times to witness the zeal and energy of the students, who, fora long time, no 
only held aloof from everything Jewish, but oceasionally also denied their Jewish 
origin. Nor was it less pleasing to notice that the viands provided for the gue:ts 
were exclusively hosher, The other entertainment, which realised avery fair amount, 
also had its characteristics, among them being the simplicity yet neatuess, of the 
toilettes, the cultivated manter of the guests, which favourably compare with those 
of Russians generally and the absence of kosher provisions. Our p'utocracy were 
likewi-e conspicuous by their absence, with thenotable exceptions of Baron de Giinz- 
burg and his sons, who are always foremost in every Jewish work — foremost by their 
sympathy as well as by their presence. But the absence of our moneyed men as a 
whole was compensated by the attendance of many of our coreligionists who 
have distinguished themselves in literary and scientific pursuits. Artistes from the 
Italian and Russian Opera Houses and from the National Theatre, most of them of 
Jewish birth or extraction, lent their valuable aid in furthering the suce2ss of t1¢ 
As we Jewsare 
either excluded from the Russian clubs, or when admitted are not inf requently 
subjected to gross insults, it would be desirable, in order that we may, as’ much as 
mixiog in soc’ 
concerts and balls,at which Jews would form the bulk ot the cee ee 


organised at not infrequent intervals, A great deal of good would ensue from these 
entertainments. 


In conclusion I may mention as evidence of the progress which is being made 
in the higher education of our Jewish women, that last year the High Schools for 
girls in this city were attended by 129 Jewesses, out ofa total number of 891 
students,
